1 . ARGENTINE PRESS HAS REPRTED THAT WRECKAGE OBSERVED ON 
LIVINGSTON ISLAND HAS BEEN CONFIRMED AS THAT OF ARGENTINE 
NAVY "NEPTUNE" AIRCRAFT. THE PLANE HAD LEFT RIO GRANDE ON 
SEPT. 15, AND WAS TO CROSS DRAKE PASSGE ON MISSION WHICH 
OFFICIAL REPORTS SAID WAS FOR RECONNAISSANCE OF ICE CONDI- 
TIONS. ENROUTE WEATHER WAS APPARENTLY VERY BAD. 

2. AFTER LOSS OF RADIO CONTACT WITH THE AIRCRAFT SOME 3 1/2 
HOURS INTO THE FLIGHT, AN EXTENSIVE SAR OPERATION WAS 
MOUNTED, INVOLVING SHIPS OF THE ARGENTINE NAVY AND THE 
CHILEAN NAVY AND AIRCRAFT OF YPF, THE TIERRA DEL FUEGO GOVERN- 
MENT, THE ARGENTINE AIR FORCE, THE ARGENTIVE NAVY, AND LADE. 

3. THE WRECKAGE ON LIVINGSTON ISLAND WAS FIRST OBSERVED BY AN 
AIR FORCE C-130 ON SEPT. 18. ON SEPT. 23 CRES IN A TWIN OTTER 
FROM MARAMBIO AND A C-130 WERE ABLE TO IDENTIFY THE WRECKAGE,

4. COMMENT: IT IS POSSIBLE THAT THE MISSION OF THE AIRCRAFT 
WAS AS REPORTED. THERE IS SPECUALTION, HOWEVER, THAT THE NAVY 
HAD ORDERED THIS FLIGHT TO TRY TO ASSIT IN THE EFFORT TO LOCATE 
THE MISSING BRITISH CLIMBERS ON MT. PEARY AND WOULD HAVE ONLY 
ANNOUNCED THIS IF IT HAD ACHIEVED THIS OBJECTIVE. WEATHER 
CONDITIONS WERE APPARENTLY SO BAD THAT THE ARGENTINE AIR FORCE 
WOULD NOT RPT NOT HAVE ATTEMPTED A FLIGHT ON THAT PARTICULAR 
DAY. 

5. IF NSF POLAR FEELS IT APPROPRIATE, IT MIGHT WISH TO EXPRESS 
CONDOLENCES VIA EMBASSY TO ADMIRAL EMILION EDUARDO 
MASSERA, COMMANDING GENERAL, ARGENTINE NAVY.
